WASHINGTON (AP) - In­ 
complete returns in voting by 
Teamsters Union members on a 
Dew national contract with the 
trucking industry were running 
against acceptance of the agree­ 
ment today. 
Although an official tally vcas 
uot expected from the union’s 
national headquarters here until 
later rn the day, unofficial totals 
coming in from locals in all 
parts of the country indicated 
the contract’s backers were los­ 
ing. 
By this morning the vote was 
roughly 20.000 to 10,000 against 
acceptance. 
lf ratified, the three-year con­ 
tract would affect 450,000 driv­ 
ers and other employes of 12,000 
trucking firms. 
Even as the voting was going 
on, five associations of truckers 
in the Chicago area brought a 
lockout against the Teamsters 
because of

ATHENS (AP) — At the risk 
of his crown. Ring Constantine 
is reported refu sing to su spend 
Greece’s constitu tion and give 
the cou ntry ’s new military ju nta 
his pu b lic approval. 
Sou rces in Athens said the 26- 
y ear-old king signed the procla­ 
mation su pporting the military 
cou p last Friday after army 
officers told him they wou ld 
dethrone him if he didn’t. 
Bu t diplomats in London said 
today their emb assies in Athens 
reported the king swore in the 
new government only to avoid 
execu tions of political leaders. 
They said he is still resisting 
military demands that he de­ 
clare a state of emergency and 
endorse the ju nta in a b roadcast 
to the nation. 
Reports in London said the 
king is a virtu al prisoner at Ta- 
toi Palace, 20 miles from Ath­ 
ens, where Qu een Anne Marie, 
20, is expecting her second child 
next month. 
Most Greeks, except for a 
few senior army officers, were 
thou ght to b e u naware of Con­ 
stantine’s reported resistance. 
One informant said the king 
may b e hoping to stall the ju nta 
u ntil his position b ecame known 
and opinion cou ld tu rn against 
the leaders of the cou p. 
Constantine has b een seen in 
pu b lic twice since the cou p b u t 
has made no pu b lic statement. 
He was said to have related his 
stand against the ju nta to some 
diplomats in Athens and is 
known to have b een visited b y 
the British and American am­ 
b assadors.

Virtual Prisoner 


ATHENS (AP) - At the risk 
of his crown, King Constantine 
is reported refusing to suspend 
Greece’s constitution and give 
the country’s new military Junta 
his public approval. 
Sources in Athens said the 26- 
year-old king signed the procla­ 
mation supporting the military 
coup last Friday after army 
officers told him they would 
dethrone him if be didn't 
But diplomats in London said 
today their embassies in Athens 
reported the king swore in the 
new government only to avoid 
executions of political leaders. 
They said he is still resisting 
military demands that he de­ 
clare a state of emergency and 
endorse the Junta in a broadcast 
to the nation. 
Reports in London said the 
king is a virtual prisoner at Ta- 
toi Palace, 20 miles from Ath­ 
ens, where Queen Anne Marie, 
20, is expecting her second child 
next month. 
Most Greeks, except for a 
few senior army officers, were 
thought to be unaware of Con­ 
stantine’s reported resistance. 
One informant said the king 
may be hoping to stall the Junta 
until his position became known 
and opinion could turn against 
the leaders of the coup. 
Constantine bas been seen in 
public twice since the coup but 
has made no public statement 
He was said to have related his 
stand against the Junta to some 
diplomats in Athens and Is 
known to have been visited by 
the British and American am­ 
bassadors. 
Greeks throughout the coun­ 
try went to Orthodox Palm Sun­ 
day 
services. 
Thousands

Athenians returned to sidewalk 
cafes and three of the city’s six

COLOGNE, Germany (AP) - 
The Cologne Cathedral, where 
the leaders of the Western world 
pay tribute Tuesday to the late 
Konrad Adenauer, it the land­ 
mark of hi* native city and one 
of the masterpieces of medieval 
architecture.

He added that Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk and Secretary 
of the Treasury Henry H. Fowl­ 
er would be ready to talk with 
West Germen leaders.

A spokesmen for the West

The Russian nihilists of pro­ 
communist days would presu­ 
mably find themselves right at 
home in modern New Orleans, 
where District Attorney Jim 
Garrison is attempting to prove 
that a conspiracy pushed Lee 
Harvey Oswald and • or some 
other killers into assassinating 
President John F. Kennedy in 
Dallas. 
As of the moment of writing, 
Garrison’s case is still a mys- 
try to everyone but himself. 
But Mark Lane, the lawyer who 
contended 
in 
a 
book called 
“Rush to Judgment” that the 
Warren Report was wrong in 
pointing to Oswald as Ken­ 
nedy’s sole killer, has ben go­ 
ing around boasting that 
he 
knows what is in Jim Garri­ 
son’s mind. Taking off from 
there, Mr. Lane says categori­ 
cally that “no foreign power 
played any part in planning or 
executing 
the 
assassination” 
He thinks it was a home-grown 
conspiracy, a possible Right- 
Wing job, and he adds that “an* 
ti-Castro Cuban forces played a 
vital role in the execution of the 
assassination.” 
While Lane has been talking 
this way, other characters in 
the Garrison mystery play have 
been taking a completely oppo­ 
site tack. Perry Russo, one of 
the witnesses in the Garrison 
hearings, has told the world 
on an NBO broadcast that the 
recently deceased 
Dave Fer­ 
ric, the air pilot who was al­ 
legedly a prime mover in a con­ 
spiracy to kill Kennedy, “was 
obsessed, more or less, with 
the idea of Kennedy and what 
he was doing to Cuba — or, to 
Castro.” When Russo’s inter­ 
viewer asked if Ferrie “was 
involved in any way with any 
Cuban exile gre'm or with any 
other Cuban group or with Cas­ 
tro,” Russo said: “Well, now he 
never did mention he was in ca­ 


hoots 
with 
any 
Cuban exile 
group. He talked in the vein that 
Castro was g e t t i n g a bum 
deal from the papers and the 
press in the United States, and 
from the United States govern­ 
ment itself, by the economic 
sanctions.”

have been from Cuba.” Ferrie, 
according to Russo was train-1 
ing these men to “help com-j 
olet • th" liberation of the South j 
American countries and make 
them freedom loving.” 
So what we seem to have in 
District 
Attorney. Garrison’s 
foray is a problem of deciding 
betwen opposites. Lane is sug­ 
gesting that anti-Castro Cuban 
refugees helped kill Kennedy, 
presumably because be didn’t 
permit U. S. forces to take a 
conclusive part bi the Bay of 
Piggs invasion. And Perry Rus­ 
so, supposedly speaking for the 
dead Dave Ferrie, is implying 
that pro-Castro plotters did the 
horrible ded. 
While Jim Garrison is trying 
to reopen the Oswald case, the 
two Louisianians who run the 
New Orelans - based Informa­ 
tion Council of the Americas, 
Dr. Alton Ochsner and Edward 
Scannell Butler, express a well­ 
founded horror at the sugges­ 
tion that Mark Lane, who Is a 
most rigid man. might be depu­ 
tized as an assistant District At­ 
torney to help Garrison flush 
the alleged “conspiracy to kill 
Kennedv” into the open. Dr. 
Ochsner and Mr. Butler think

sassin of Kennedy stands “un­ 
less powerful new evidence is 
presented.” But it was Bulter

NEW YORK (AP)—Life in­ 
surance companies are now us­ 
ing their ingenuity' to encourage 
repayment of some of those mil­ 
lions lent on policies last year at 
the height of the tight money 
problems. 
New England Mutual, for in­ 
stance, is mailing cards to bor­ 
rowers suggesting that the com­ 
pany he authorized to withdraw 
a certain amount each month 
from the borrower’s checking 
account. 
Northwestern Life and Mutual 
of New York also have formal 
programs to recapture some of 
the money that drained from 
their coffers last year. Several 
companies, including Equitable, 
are considering special repay­ 
ment plans. 
Hie purpose is twofold: 
—To bring back to the insur­ 
ance companies funds they can 
use for other, perhaps more 
profitable, investments. 


5 per cent for the first time in 
many years. 
Borrowers of this $9.1 billion 
are not obligated to repay in 
any formal manner. There are 
no restrictions cm time, size of 
payment, method of payment. 
As a result, repayments often 
are slow and sometimes are 
never made.

Bordeau x , planted a v iney ard 
sou th of San Jose and pioneer­ 
ed wine - growing in the Santa 
Clara Valley . Thee was su ceed- 
ed by his son-in-law who was, 
hi tu rn, su cceeded by his son-in- 
law, the famou s Pau l Masson 
who died in 1940 at the age of 
81.

FRANCISCO — Thou­ 
sands of California visitors who 
daily pour through the portals 
of California’s many wineries 
are proving, perhaps, that the 
grape has overtaken the orange 
as California’s “juiciest” fruit 
Of course you don’t have to 
trek to California to sample its 
lucious liquid fruit of the vine. 
A 
stop 
by your local store 
will give you an opportunity to 
taste this California product 
W h i l e 
California produces 
more wine than all other U. S. 
states combined — about 160 
million gallons a year and 85 
per cent of all U. S. production 
—the state’s output is regarded 
by those in the know as having 
an 
unmistakably 
superlative 
quality. 
In fact, only recently wines 
from California’s sun - kissed 
north coastal moutain regions 
were newly-introduced to hun­ 
dreds of French 
stores 
and, 
while it may be hard to believe, 
the supply was virtually s o l d 
out within 
days. 
Considering 
that Frenchmen seemingly pre­ 
fer wine as a favored beverage, 
this 
was 
indeed 
news. 
The 
French could rightfully boast, 
of course, that many American 
vineyards have French begin­ 
nings. 
The alleged oldest wine pro­ 
ducer in California, the P a u l 
Masson Vineyards of Saratoga, 
dates back to 1852 when Eti­ 
enne Thee, a vigneron 
from 
Bordeaux, planted a vineyard 
south of San Jose and pioneer­ 
ed wine - growing in the Santa 
Clara Valley. Thee was suceed- 
ed by his son-in-law who was, 
ha turn, succeeded by his son-in- 
law, the famous Paul Masson 
who died in 1940 at the age of 
81. 
It was, incidentally, 
t h i s 
same vineyard which won the 
President s “ E” for Excellence 
award for pioneering the export 
of American wines around the 
world. In bestowing the award, 
the U. S. Department of Com­ 
merce declared: 
“Competing on the basis of 
quality with the best Europe has 
to offer, this company has won 
trade and consumer acceptance 
in key overseas markets for its 
California wines. 
“ For the first time, consu­ 
mers in other countries 
have 
been made aware 
that 
fine 
wines are produced in America. 
As a result, permanent export 
markets have been opened for 
our nation’s premium wines.” 
While California wines 
are 
known to have been widely sold 
in Europe, the Orient and Latin

America between 1870 and 1914, 
these 
early 
shipments 
were 
made mainly in bulk and these 
overseas markets were lost dur­ 
ing World War I. Furthermore, 
during the past half century, 
only occasional small shipments 
of American wines went over­ 
seas. 
Today, the many trade bar­ 
rier problems 
affecting 
U.S. 
wine exports have been largely 
resolved. While Paul 
Masson 
Vineyards’ president Otto 
E. 
Meyer notes that there 
is 
a 
chronic 
surplus 
of 
ordinary 
wines 
in every winegrowing 
country, he felt that “the only 
way to achieve world recogni­ 
tion for 
fine quality was 
to 
offer our wines overseas.” 
Aggressive marketing 
p r o ­ 
gram* along with international 
tasting and judging honors paid 
off for Paul Masson and helped 
pave the way for other U. S. 
producers. 
However, if California's wine­ 
making industry c o n t i n u e s 
to be successful in competing 
in world markets, it must rec­ 
ognize the need for sound re­ 
search such as that which just 
resulted in the successful har­ 
vest of rare grapes. The har­ 
vest represents the first time in 
more than a century that a new 
vineyard area has been added, 
the upper Salinas Valley in Mon­ 
terey County. 
The new Pinnacles vineyard 
wines, which are made from 14 
premium grape varieties, may 
even change “America’s salad 
bowl” into “America’s 
cham­ 
pagne bowl.”

Police in the nation’s fourth- 
largest city contended in their 
successful suit that the board 
“is unnecessary, illegal, serve 
no purpose except harassment 
of police ofcers and 
lowers 
their morale.” 
“Hogwash,” 
says 
Spencer 
Coxe, executive director of the 
Greater Philadelphia branch of 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union. “The people should have 
something to say about how the 
police department is run. It isn’t 
a separate army.” 
Matthew W. Bullock Jr., dep­ 
uty city solicitor who is han­ 
dling the appeal, said the board 
“has Improved police-communi­ 
ty relations.” 
Judge 
Weinrott, 
however, 
found that the board “impaired 


the morale of policemen, hin­ 
dered them in performance of 
their 
duties and 
has given 
some of them to think of leaving 
the force.” 
“The evidence shows that tile 
board’s operations constitute an 
unquestionable menace to law 
enforcement and hence to the 
public welfare,” the judge add­ 
ed. 
Bullock said he is prepared to 
carry the city’s appeal all the

The warning from Secretary 
of Labor W. Willard Wirtz and 
Secretary 
of 
Transportation 
Alan S. Boyd came Sunday after 
a special mediation board in the 
contract dispute between rail­ 
road management and six shop- 
craft unions announced “ a com­ 
plete impasse” in negotiations. 
The breakdown came only one 
day 
after 
President 
Johnson 
issued “one final appeal” to the 
parties to settle. 
The threatened strike could 
begin May 3, expiration date of 
a special congressional provi­ 
sion which had moved back an 
earlier April 13 strike deadline. 
Charles 
Fahy, 
chairman of 
the three-man mediation board, 
said both sides have rejected 
the board’s settlement recom­ 
mendation. 
The unions want a 6.5 per cent 
wage 
increase, 
management 
has offered 5 per cent and the 
board recommended 6 per cent.
